But, as the time ap- 
proached for my arrival in Liverpool, a 
feeling of fearful repugnance came to me and 
l had to lie to avoid doing what 1 could 
not.

Lynch reached London March 22, and met 
Gailagher in London the 27th or 28th. They 
walk past the scene of the Westminster ex- 
plosion.

THE MULLANPHY BEQUEST. 
In some respects the management of the 
Mullanphy emigrant relief fund is com- 
mendable. The Board has not squandered 
the money nor misused it, nor established a 
nest of scandal such asis apt to be estab- 
lished when public trusts are unwatched. 
But the present condition of that charity 
looks as if the estate had been allowed to 
take care of itself, and there is no indication 
of any effort or purpose either to increase 
the resources of the trust or to make them 
more efficient. 

It is not creditable to the successive 
boards who have had charge of this proper- 
ty that during their long administration the 
trust has neither increased in value nor ac- 
complished anything worth speaking of in 
the way of the relief for which it was so 
clearly and specifically created, But it is 
not hard to understand why this is so, when 
one takes note of the spirit in which the 
board recently refused to respond to the re- 
quest of the freight bureau forits codpera- 
tion in the matter of promoting emigration, 
by way of St. Louls. If any duty could be 
clearly defined it is the duty of the Mullan- 
phy Board to help poor emigrants who are 
in St.Louis on their way to the West. When 
asked to state specifically what it will doin 
the way ofreliefitanswers “nothing” and 
in atone which seems designed to cut off all 
further discussion. 
We cannot but think dhat the Board aye 
mistaken in this, and we hove they will fe- 
consider their ill-advised policy. They man- 
age a great property, left in trust for the 
city of St. Louis, and itis their duty to use 
their means for the benefit of the city. Their 
trust was not created to bring emigrants 
here, but their trust requires that if emi- 
grants are brought here they shall relieve 
them. They might have told the Freight 
Bureau that they coula have nothing to dd 
with bringing emigrants here, but they 
} ought to have added that if emigrants were 
brought here they would assist them, and it 
was their duty to lay down the conditions 
and extent~of the assistance which their 
funds would justify them in extending. 
We are very certain that if they will not 
give the needed assistance willingly they can 
be compelled to give it, but we trust that 
they will not disgrace themselves by wait- 
ing for compulsion to drive them to fulfill 
the clear purposes of the trust they are 
charged with. 

JUSTICE AT A DISCOUNT. 
It is currently stated that ex-Congressman 
BUTTERWORTH, who succeeds ex-Congress- 
man CROWLEY as Assistant-Attorney for 
the prosecution of certain Government suits 
in South Carolina, has a “‘fat thing,’’ as he 
will be paid anywhere from $30,000 to $50,000 
for a few months of his valuable time.

About the middie of every May the Mayor 
transmits to the Municipal Assembly a document 
which is styled ‘The Mayor’s Annual Message.” 
The Mayor purports ty give a succinct history of 
the transactions of municipal departments during 


the year, and contains besides recom- 
mendations from the Mavor on such 
subjects as he considers require the 


attention of the city legislature. Accompanying 
the “Message” are the annual reports of all the 
neads of the departments of the local govern- 
ment. The mesnage and the accompanying re- 
ports together makea bulky and exceedingly un- 
teresting volume, which it$is highly reasonabie 
to believe no mun bas ever taken the trouble to 
made through. The reason why these documents 
are uninteresting is the fact that the information 
which they contain is general rather than special, 


For instance, each report contains a 
statement that the cost of running 
the particular department to which it refers
